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DECEMBER  UNIFORM  PRICE  $3.98 


Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Grade  "A”  milk  to  handlers  subject  to  the  Fort  Wayne 
milk  order  in  December  1962,  will  receive  a minimijm  uniform  price  of  $3.98  hundredweight 
for  milk  testing  3.5/o.  A butterfat  differential  of  7.0  cents  for  each  one  tenth  of 
one  percent  that  individual  tests  vary  above  or  below  the  3.57o  standard  will  be  used. 
This  minimum  price  is  subject  to  a 4 cent  per  hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction 
and  authorized  hauling  charges . The  computation  of  the  minimum  blend  price  is  shown 
on  page  5 and  the  class  prices  on  page  4. 

The  $3.98  price  for  December  1962,  is  40  cents  below  the  November  1962  price,  and 
16  cents  below  the  December  1961  price. 

PRODUCTIONS  AND  UTILIZATION 

Approved  producers  shipped  18,423,051  pounds  of  milk  to  the  Fort  Wayne  market 
during  December  1962,  of  which  13,645,073  pounds  or  747o  was  utilized  in  Class  I by 
18  pool  handlers.  Production  was  up  8.77>  from  November  1962.  Class  I utilization 
of  producer  milk  was  down  0.3%  from  November  1962. 

JANUARY  CLASS  I PRICE  $4.31 

$1.20  was  added  to  the  December  basic  formula  price  of  $3.11  (Wisconsin-Minnesota 
Series)  to  establish  the  Fort  Wayne  Class  I price  for  January.  This  price  of  $4.31 
is  1 cent  over  the  December  Class  I price. 

PUBLIC  HEARING  ON  ORDER  AMENDMENTS 


A public  hearing  was  held  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  on  January  2 at  which  proposals 
to  amend  certain  provisions  of  24  Federal  Milk  Orders  were  discussed.  These  proposed 
amendments  pertained  to  order  provisions  with  respect  to  receipts  of  unpriced  bulk 
milk,  unpriced  bottled  milk  distributed  in  the  marketing  areas  and  receipts  of  bulk 
milk  and  bottled  milk  from  plants  regulated  by  other  Federal  Orders.  Proposals  with 
respect  to  these  matters  were  submitted  by  61  interested  parties,  including  Wayne 
Cooperative  Milk  Producers,  Inc.  of  Fort  Wayne.
